CONGRESS TO TAKE. 
UP INTERNATIONAL 
TOPIS THIS WEEK 


House to-Consider Strike Con- 
spiracies and Senate Attacks 
on American Commerce. 


SESSIONS OPEN TOMORROW 


Indicted Congressman, to Press 
Impeachment Resolution , 
Against U. S. Attorney. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3,—Congress, 
when it reconvenes tomorrow, ‘will air its 
Views on two phases of the international 
situation as they are reflected in the 
United States. In the House the Buch- 
anan resolution to impeach District At-. 
torney Snowden Marshall of New York 
will open up the question of conspiracies 
and in the Senate the Smith-Lodge reso- 
ution to inquire into the attacks of 


belligerents on the American commerce 
and American people at sea will re- 
ceive attention. 

The consideration of the Buchanan 
resolution will result’ in a thorough in- 
vestigation of alleged bomb plots and 
other organizations to interfere with 
American industries. 

There is a strong feeling in the House 
against the people, whom President 
Wilson said in his message to Congress 
the day after it convened have “formed 
plots to destroy property,” “entered into 
conspiracies against the neutrality of 
the Government,’’ and have “tried to 
pry into all confidential matiers of the 
Government in order to serve interests 
alien to our own.”” The activities of the 
Labors National Peace Council, as well 
‘as those of like organizations will be 
discussed. 

Marshalls Case to Come Up. 

Shortly after the House réconvenes, it 
ls expected that the Judiciary Committee 
will take up the impeachment resolu- 
tion introduced--by Representative Bu- 
chanan.® 

Before the holiday recess Buchanan 
Was required by the Judiciary Commit- 
tee to place in the hands of the mem- 
bers specific facts and figures, together 
with the list of witnesses he wished 
subpenaed to testify in the case. Bu- 
chanan asked that the matter go over, 
however, until after the New Year. 

In view of the fact that the Illinois 
member has been indicted along with 
other members of Labor’s National 
Peace Council for alleged violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, it will be 
interesting to note what affect such ac- 
tion will have upon the impeachment 
resolutions. Buchanan has promised to 
go to New York to: give bond for his 
appearance when wanted for trial. With 
an indictment hanging over him and the 
possibility of his early trial, members 
of Congress will no doubt desire to 
weigh all the evidence which may be 
presented against Marshall before tak- 
ing any steps to bring the matter 
squarely before the House. 

In the Senate the submarine policy of 
Germany and Austria will be discussed. 
Senator Lodge has given notice that if 
the “‘question of interference with Unit- 
ed States trade by Great Britain and 
other belligerent nations is to be in- 
quired into he will demand that the kill- 
ing of women and children be first in- 
vestigated. . 

Advocates Armor Plants. 

Senator Tillman will begin at once 
before the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs the consideration of his bill to 
provide for Government-owned armor 
plants. He said today that he would 
press for action on this proposition in 
the Senate. 

The Military and Naval Affairs com- 
mittees of the Senate and House will 
take definite steps to bring out national 
defense bills embodying the President’a 
recommendations for preparedness. . 

It is expected that before the end of 
this week the House Naval Attar Com- 
mittee will take steps in the difection 
of outlining its plan for naval prepar- 
edness. Chairman Padegtt has been in 
Washington during the holiday recess 
collecting information and material to 
used before the building program is 
finally agreed upon. Hearings will prob- 
ably commence within the next few 
days and will continue right along until 
the naval appropriation bill is ready to 
be reported to the House.

PACKING PLANT 


Swift & Co. Got Government 
Permission to’ Market 27 of 
/ 38 Carcasses. 


“'Tnirty-eight fine Holsteins, belonging 
to Louis A. Spies of 8007 Hawthorne 


boulevard and condemned as tubercu- 
lar last week by Assistant State Vete- 
rinarian D. L. Travis of Vandalia, 1!1., 
were sold ultimately to the Swift Pack- 
ing Co., which, after post-morter tests, 
got Government agents’ permission to 
market 27 carcasses. The remaining 11 
carcasses were sent to the fertilizer 
tank. 

Spies, who is president of the St. 
Louis Union Dairy Co., got about $1000 
for the cattle, which he valued at $7000. 

Dr. E. L. Bertram, chief of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry at the 
National Stockyards, today explained 
what had become of the cattle. He said 
Veterinarian Travis, after having been 
invited by Spies to make the inspection 
Dec. 21, telephoned that he was sending 
to Hast St. Lowis 88 head which had re- 
acted to a tubercular test, meaning 
that all showed symptoms of tubercu- 
losis. After the test, Spies sold the cat- 
tle to An East Side commission firm, 
which sold them to Swift's, subject to 
post-mortem tests. 

After the cattle were butchered, Dec. 
23, three Government Inspectors exam- 
ined them for traces of tuberculosis, Dr. 
Bertram said that both he and Spies wit- 
nessed the test, as did Drs. L. B. and 
W. R. Michaels, veterinarians represent- 
ing Spies. 

Eleven Head Condemned. 

The test resulted, Dr. Bertram said, in 
li head being condemned and sent to the 
fertilizer tank; four head were passed 
for sterilization, and 23 head were passed 
in raw state for food. 

*‘Passing for sterilization’ means that 
the cattle had to be kept in a tempera- 
ture of 170 degrees-for 30 minutes, after 
which they can be marketed if labeled 
as “meat passed for sterillzation.”’ Such 
meat is canned, and the labels show the 
contents had been passed for steriliza- 
tion. 

Of the 23 passed for food in raw state 
only two head did not react positively to 
tubercular test. The other 21, Dr. Rert- 
ram said, had small tubercular lesions, 
about the size of a pinhead. These le- 
sions were cut away by Government In- 
spectors, and the carcass passed for mar- 
keting. 


94 Holsteins in Herd. 
There were 94 Holsteins in Spies’ herd 


at St. Jacobs, Ill., when the inspection 
was made. In all, 51 reacted to tuber- 
cular tests, and 18 were quarantinued on 
an adjoining farm. Spies said he in- 
vited an inspection of the herd every 
six months, to guarantee its freedom 


‘from tuberculosis. This herd, he says, 


is the one which furnishes the certified 
milk sold by the Union Dairy Co.

When 
there was not a sufficient amount of fat 
on hand, people bought up all the butter 
they could, salted it away; and put it in 
storage. This again created a shortage 
of butter, which up to this time has noi 
Leen overcome. Because of this, there 
has also been a shortage of milk; and 
cream is practically nowhere to be pur- 
chased just now. 

The same applies to cattle. Meats have 
not been as good recently as they were 
in the early part of the year, because 
there was a lack of fodder, due to the 
fact that very little could be imported 
into Germany. 

There had been a report of a shortage 
of wheat, which later on proved to be in- 
correct. 

In many cities the communities have 
purchased butter at wholesale, and are 
now selling it to the poor people at 2% 
cents a pound, upon the presentation of 
butter cards, furnished to them by the 
authorities, but with all that the supply 
of butter does not fill the demand. 

The German people are prepared for 
almost anything as far as the duration 
of the war is concerned. They feel they 
are supplied amply with provisions and 
that even if the blockade against Ger- 
man ports continues, they will still oe 
able to supply all their wants, especial- 
ily sinee the road to Turkey has been 
opened to them. 

As for the men in the field. there is 
doubt that they are supplied with 
aimple food of all kinds. The German 
soldiers fighting in the West are much 
better off, it would appear, than those 
following the Russian army in the East. 
In the beginning of the war, and up 
to not very long ago, the German peo- 
ple at home sent food to relatives anid 
friends in the field. Large quantities 
were shipped and gladly received by the 
fighting men. 

Of late, however, ‘he soldiers in the 
trenches in the West have written to 
their relatives at home, asking them 
not to send any more food to them, 
because, they wrote. they had ample. 

It is true that there have been a few 
so-called “food riots” in different parts 
of the empire. They have been particu- 
larly prominent in various towns in 
Saxony. 

The ringleaders in most of these cages 
were women. They would first call on 
the Mayor of the town and demand tha: 
prices be lowered. This applied almost 
exclusively to the sale of butter, When 
the authorities failed to act. the people 
took it upon themselves to call particu- 
iar attention to their wants by smash- 
ing windows in shops where butter was 
sold.

But she prospered much better in her 
lyric selections, which afforded an op-

The song 
that she did best. perhaps, was ‘“The 
Spirit Flower,” interpreted with consid- 
erable expression.

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INDICTMENTS FAL 
TO PUT AN END TO 
TULSA GAMBLING 


Despite Grand Jury Report 
Criticising Laxness of Of- 
ficials, Illegal Saloons and 
Gaming Houses Are Oper- 
ated Openly — Whisky 
Shipped From, Missouri. 


JUDGE VOWS HE YET 
WILL ‘CLEAN UP’ TOWN 


Juror’s Change of Heart Said 
to Have Prevented Blanket 
Indictments Charging Con- 
spiracy Against Officers 
and Prominent Men. 


By a Staff Corespendent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

TULSA, Ok., Jan. 3.—Gambling games 
and illegal saloons were in operation in 
Tulsa today, notwithstanding the report 
Friday night of the Tulsa County grand 
jury, critiolsing officials for permit- 
ting open violation of the law and de- 
manding that the laws be enforced. 
The larger gambling establishments, 
the proprietors of which are under in- 
dictment, remained closed, as they have 
been almost ever since the grand jury 
convened two months ago. At various 
places about'town, however, there were 
single games in operation. These were 
open to the public, and no questions were 
asked of the stranger who walked into 
the rooms. 
It became known today that the rea- 
son for the failure of the grand jury to 
return blanket indictments involving 
several officials and prominent and 
wealthy residents of Tulsa in charges 
of conspiracy to violate the law, was a 
sudden change of heart by one member 
of the grand jury Friday. 
_ The conspiracy indictments were ex- 
pected by the Law and Order League 
members to break the ‘Vice Trust,”’ the 
existence of which is not doubted by 
informed persons in Tulsa. Friday 
when a vote was taken to authorize the 
foreman of the grand jury to sign the 
indictments, which had been prepared, 
the vote was 8 to 4, one less than enough 
to grant the authority. Nothing has ap- 
peared publicly to indicate who this juror 
is, or what caused him to change his 
mind. 

Vows to “Clean Up” Tulsa, 
In 4ischarging the grand “jury 
Judge Conn Linn stated from the 
bench that he expected to occupy 
the greater part of his time for the 
remaining three years of his term in 
“cleaning wp Tulea.’’ He said that the 


| gamblers and others indicted would be 


afforded speedy trials. 
The Judge’s remarks were construed to 
mean that he expects to call another 
grand jury in May. When he sum- 
moned the jury which ended its work 
yesterday, Judge Linn announced that 
if he did not get results from one jury 
he would call another and keep on call- 
ing them until he did get results. 
Oklahoma as a State has a stringent 
prohibition law. In addition, there is a 
Federal statute which prohibits the tak- 
ing into the old Indian Territory, of 
which Eastern Oklahoma is a part, 
Mquor in any quantity. 

Liquor Openly Sold. 
Netther of these laws has been ob- 
served in years. In Tulsa alone there 
have been in steady operation more than 
100 places in which liquor was openly 
sold. All anyone has to do, recognized 
resident of Tulsa or a total stranger, ts 
to walk in. The visitor’s wants are an- 
ticipated and by the time he is ready to 
take it his drink Is popired out for him. 
These places usually are in so-called 
drug stores, cigar stores, pool halls and 
houses conducted by women. Some 
of the drug stores also sell drugs. 
Some of them have rows of empty pat- 
ent medicine bottles on the shelves, The 
liquor is seldom served in the room di- 
rectly opening onto the street, but usu- 
ally back of a partition. 
Only one brand of whisky is sold. It 
bears on the label the name ‘William 
Patterson.” It comes from a wholesale 
liquor house in Joplin, Mo., conducted 
by William H. Creekmore. Creekmore 
is said to have accumulated more than 
$1,000,000 from the sale of liquor in Okla- 
homa. He is now under sentence of one 
year in the Federal Prison in Leaven- 
worth for contempt of the Federa! Court 
in Oklahoma City. He was sentenced on 
evidence which Federal Judge Campbell 
said showed that he had bribed a juror 
in the Federal Court when he was on 
trial on a charge of violating the liquor 
laws. 
Liquor which comes tnto Oklahoma 
from Creekmore’s seldom has been in- 
terfered with. It usually is openly 
carried through the streets. But the 
man who tries to bring in other brands 
of whisky suddenly finds that officers 
have become active in the enforcement 
of the law. 


Beer Difficult te Obtain. 
Some time ago the Tulsa Elks’ Club 


became dissatisfied with the whisky it 
had been purchasing for its bar, and 
with the price it had to pay. It sought 
to bring in a shipment of other brands. 
The shipment was hardly within the 
State of Oklahoma before it was sejzed 
and destroyed. 

Beer is difficult to obtain. It is stated 
by persons in a position to know that 
Budweiser and Schlitz are the only 
brands to be had in Oklahoma. These 
bottled beers, which sell in St. Louis 
for 10 cents a bottle and in other places 
for 16 cents, retail In Tulsa for @% and 
# cents a bottle. 

The beer usually ts shipped from Jop- 
lm. It comes tin carioad lots. The 
cnrs usually are marked “hay” and ap- 
pear to be consigned to some point in 
Texas. It is stated that arrangements 
are made with the railroad company 
by which such cars are set on a siding

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politan, occupied two floors of a large 
building. It is said to have at times 
aceémmodated 200 players. Roulette, 
faro, 21, Black Jack, seven and a halt, 
draw and stud poker and craps were the 
favorite games. 

Evidence was presented to the grand 
jury showing that these gambling 
houses did their banking business with 
one bank. Persons connected with the 
active operation of the gambling games, 
according to testimony which is known 
to have gone to the grand jury, aiso 
had supervision over the hundred or 
more places selling Uquor, and received 
tribute from the liquor sellers. 

Persons who have been watching the 
law violations for years are almost 
unanimous in the opinion that the 
tribute, reliably reported to be 2% per 
cent of the profits, did not stop with 
gamblers, but was divided with men: 
higher up. The names of some of the 
most prominent residents of Tulsa have 
been connected with the “Vice Trust,” 
including men of wealth and of high 
church standing. 

In addition to the 3% per cent the 
operators of the small “joints’’ were 
required to “stand for a monthly pinch,”’ 
it is declared. Each month some per- 
son Was arrested in each place. It 
was customary for the person arrested 
to put up a $20 cash bond, which he 
forfeited. He was not again molested, 
but the next month some person must 
be arrested. The bond process was re- 
peated. The big gambling houses paid 
$200 a month. From these fines: or 
bond foreitures the city derived revenue 


Oklahoma has a peculiar statute 
which makes an official subject to 
prosecution for bribery if he accepts 
money for the city in consideration of 
not prosecuting a violator of the law. 
This in general was the situation which 
existed in Tulsa when the grand jury 
convened in November. 

Judge Linn itn Office a Year. 

Judge Linn took office a year ago. 
He had not been active in opposing 
law violators before taking office and 
his election was greeted with pleasure 
by the ring. Soon after taking his 
seat he intimated to some officers that 
he would expect them to enforce the 
laws, He even waited until October for 
them to act. When they did not do so 
he arranged with Gov. Williams to have 
Attorney-General Freeling conduct a 
grand jury investigation.

On recommendations from this 
grand jury Judge Linn has suspended 
from office Sheriff James Wolley of 
Tulsa County, Mayor Frank M. Wood- 
en, Fire and Police Commissioner 
Thomas J.-Quinn, Chief of Police Fos- 
ter N. Burns of Tulsa, and the Mar- 
shal and Justice of the Peace in 
Skiatook, a village 12 miles from 
Tulsa. 

Chief Burns resigned without a 
trial. Trials of the other suspended 
officials will begin Jan. 20. 

The grand jury returned 156 indict- 
ments, principally against men 
charged with operating gambling 
houses. On a charge of operating the 
Metropolitan, Ben Green, C. H. Over- 
ton, Arthur Slavin and George Davis 
were indicted, On request of the 
grand jury an injunction was issued 
against Grant McCullough, president 
of the First National Bank, and L. 
K. Cone, a wealthy citizen, prohibit- 
ing them from renting the Metropoli- 
tan building for gambling purposes, 

[Injunction Against Building. 

W. D. Moore, W. S. Holland and R. 
J. Allison were indicted as proprie- 
tors of the .Baltimore gambling 
house. An injunction was issued 
against Thomas B. Bliss as owner of 
the property, \ 

J. T. Johns and B. H. McLoughlin 
were indicted as proprietors of the 
Central gambling house. An injunc- 
tion was issued against Mrs. Mary T. 
Hufft as owner of the property. 

In its final report the grand jury 
severely criticise{ County 
Edward Crossland. It charged he had 
failed to enforce the law against 
bootleggers and gamblers. 

Officers in charge of the county 
jail weer said by the grand jury to 
have accorded special privileges to 
bootleggers. One prisoner: was said | 
to have been furnished with a pri- 
vate room, telephone and _ special 
meals and to have been permitted to 
go at will about town. 

The Tulsa Board of Education was 
eriticised for failure to compel con- 
tractors to live up to specifications in 
the construction of school buildings. 

The Tulsa newspapers, the grand 
jury said, had received exhorbitant 
prices for city advertising “really for 
the purpose of whitewashing ques- 
tionable acts of public officials, rath- 
er than for the real good of the 
city.” 

The grand jury said the Sheriff 
had permitted violations of the law, 
and that the polict departmen hai 
made practically no effort to sup- 
press lawlessness,

COL. VAN HORN, FOUNDER OF 
KANSAS CITY JOURNAL, DIES 


He Was Editer ef .-ewspaper He 
Started ‘1 Years, Was Soldier and

ert Thompson Van Horn, founder of the 
Kansas City Journal and pioneer jour- 
malist and statesman of the Middic 
West, died at his home here today.

innocent, helpless passengers. It seems certain 
that one of the victims is Robert N. McNeeley, 
American Consul at Aden, Arabia, who was on his 
way to his post of duty. 

We do not yet know the nationality of the sub- 
marine commander who committed this barbarous 
outrage. The evidence so far received indicates a 
wanton and unpardonable act of savagery and bad 
faith. Until all obtainable evidence is at hand and 
the nationality of the submarine commander is 
known, final judgment must be suspended. 

If either Germany or Austria is guilty—there is 
little chance of both being guiltless—the offense 


Power is profoundly humiliated. Either its profes- 
sions are utterly insincere and false, or it is the 
victim of commanders who are grossly ignorant or 
disobedient or indifferent to the honor of their 
nation. 

If we find that we are deceived and maltreated 
we shall know how to act and we shall act. Con- 
ditions are rapidly becoming intolerable. 

It is imperative that we know as soon as possible 
where we stand and what means are necessary to 
protect Americans on the ocean. 

May those who are ever making trouble for 
their friends be less numerous in the new year.

From what I 
understand there {s a law in Missouri requiring 
heads of departments to pay laborers every two 
: ke. If this is true, why must the men work-

mileage of the Dixie highway, which will extead 
up through the South from Florida to the Mason 
and Dixon parallel, where it will fork to send one 
branch to Chicago and another to Detroit.

The good roads idea has indisputably made some 
progress in this country when the extension of 
perfected city pavements, not merely across ward 
lines, but across county and state lines, is de- 
termined. 

The Jacksonville-Miami, the Tallahasse-Barlow, 
the Cincinnati-Toledo and the Danville-Chicago 
links are the sections to be paved under the de- 
cisions reached to date. 

The Dixie was laid out eight months ago, anc 
50 of the 150.or more cou®ties it traverses have al- 
ready spent $1,700,000 in construction work. It 
is planned to spend $20,000,000 on it during 1916. 
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GERMAN UNIVERSITIES HARD HIT. 

On occasion of the investiture of Doctor Cru- 
sius to the presidency of the Munich Academy of 
Sciences, on November 20, the new officer re- 
viewed the losses of some of the German univer- 
sities through the war. Among the institutions 
mentioned were the Albertus University of Mu- 
nich, which lost seven of its professors and 98 
students; the University of Bonn, which is so far 
credited with the loss of eight professors and 111 
students; the University of Karlsruhe, with four 
professors and 68 students on the list of the 
fallen: Kassel, with nine professors and 132 stu- 
dents among the slain. 

Incidentally, the speaker mentioned the The- 
saurus Linguae Latinae, a work begun 10 years 
ago. Out of seven collaborators only one, Dr. 
Crusius himself, is left to complete the work; 
the others are all in the casualty lists.

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THE BENEFACTIONS OF 1915. 

Among private benefactions the largest single 
gift in the whole world during 1915—-an endow- 
ment of $76,000,000 for war victims—was attend- 
ed by two interesting circumstances. 

One is that the gift was made in New Zealand, 
which newly settled, partly developed and com- 
paratively small country in consequence stands 
ahead of rich and mighty America and all other 
countries in the year’s record of generosity. The 
second is that it was given by a woman. 

In fact, of the aggregate of private donations for 
beneficent purposes in 1915 more than half was 
given by the women of the world. This is elo- 
quent of the huge portion of the world’s. wealth 
that is now under the trustseship of women and 
of the wise use they are making of it. That 
these women gave their money to benevolent pur- 
poses is not as surprising as that they had so 
much money to give. 

The women are assuming a part of ever-increas- 
ing importance in the field of business. They ex- 
emplify in peculiarly gratifying ways the impulses 
of human sympathy and generosity. 

The total of all world benefactions is $500,000,- 
000. It is a huge sum, but the woes which it is 
designed to relieve are colossal. The blackest 
year in all modern history makes powerful ap- 
peals to generosity. 

This $500,000,000 in donations of persons who 
ir, the giving wrote themselves down among those 
who love their fellow men would probably pay the 
war costs of Germany and the allies for at least 
one week.

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DEFECTIVE HUMAN TYPES. 

A St. Louis physician, Dr. Wallin, made a timely 
talk before a gathering of psychologists at Chi- 
cago on the danger of relying om the tests of Dr. 
Alfred Binet and on other arbitrary standards for 
determining subnormal mentality. 

Four farmers, one business man and one house- 
wife, all of whom had had highly successful ca- 
reers, had conducted themselves with credit in 
the ordinary relations of life and had reared 
families of bright children, were determined by 
the use of these tests to deserve classification 
among the feeble-minded. 

Science’s hard-and-fast conclusions are to be 
accepted generally with caution when applied to 
so uncertain a thing as humanity, whether the 
subject is of mature age or a delicate infant ush- 
ered into the world with the handicap of physical 
deformity. 

The persevering attempts of science to label us 
all and then distribute us among a few neatly 
made pigeonholes for certain predetermined des- 
tinations like mail in a country postoffice, are not 
brilliantly successful. 

Feeble-minded persons undeniably exist in con- 
siderable numbers, but that status is not to be 
fixed unchangeably by the application of arbi- 
trary rule. In other words, the tests that might 
be conclusive as to one person or several persons 
might not be at all determinative as to all per- 
sons.

That there is no distinctive criminal type is now 
generally accepted. And that there is no dis- 
tinctive type of sub-intelligence is as probable.

WAR SERVING SCIENCE. 
The war is being exploited by various scien- 
tific societies in the interest of their special 
branches. 
The Anthropological Society of Austria-Hun- 
gary, for instance, has, with military permission, 
examined 1080 heads of Turkish peoples, 1279 of 
Slav extraction, 375 of Finnish races, and 353 
Moldavians. 
The heads in all instances were photographed, 
then subjected to plaster casts. The skin has 
been subjected to the microscope and then photo- 
graphed. The eyes were tested as to range of 
sight, and to the width of the visual field. 
Many abnormal foot conditions have been found, 
especially in the Finlanders and the Siberians 
All the data have been tabulated, and will be 
submitted to the society at its next meeting.

UBLIC authorities at Odessa seem 
to fear a repetition of the Turkish 
bombardments of last winter, directed 
by flashlights from the high cliff water 
front.

A Post-Dispatch reporter today went 
to the address given to investigate and 
found that the F. Garrison named as 
chairman is Flint Garrison, president 
and general manager of the Trades- 
men's Publishing Co., publishers of the 
Drygeodsman, of 1627 Washington ave- 
nue. 

In the office of the Drygoodsman, Gar- 
rison explained in detail their plan for 
the relief of the unemployed which is 
back of the want ads, and named the 
other members of the committee. These 
are: J. A. Phillips, 1332A Shawmut place, 
a Rocx Island conductor who for many 
years has been interested in the work 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 

men; Charles A. Green, 2309 Gilmore 
avenue, a pattern maker for the Inter- 
national Shoe Co.; J. H. Parent, pro- 
prietor of a cleaning and dyeing estab- 
lishment at Olive street and Spring ave- 
nue, and Charles Lisher, 701 Victoria 
avenue, a brick manufacturer. 

Socialism and Single Tax. 

The plan, Garrison said, is based on 
a proposed application of the principles 
of Socialism and single tax. 

For its development the sum of $10,000 
has been subscribed and the committee 
is working to obtain_a greater sum. 
This fund is considered by the mem- 
bers of the committee merely as & 
loan, although no security or specific 
promise of repayment is made to the 
contributers. It is proposed ultimately 
to pay back the contribution in full, 
with interest, if there are any profits 
#n the undertaking. 

The committee plan, when a suitable 
tract of land has been obtained, to send 

unemployed men, single or married, to 
tt and give them work. They will be 
provided with food and clothing and 
shelter and if they show a desire to 
‘pvemain permanently on the land they 
probably will be given a definite allot- 
ment and aided in building a home. 

The theory, as explained by Garrison, 
is that by giving a man a chance to be- 
come a producer and allowing him to 
enjoy the fruits of his labor he would 
‘become a creator of wealth and no lon- 
ger a drain on society. The men would 
be expected to repay whatever is ad- 
vanced them, but thereafter practically 
any entire profit would be their own.. 
It would be necessary, Garrison said,

‘Over the holidays a great many 
people looked forward to the new 
year as to a period particularly full. 
of doubt and uncertainty, in which 
all kinds of dreadful things might 
be expected to happen. These people 
were comforted to some extent yes- 
terday by the sermons which told 
them that what was to happen was 
no concern of theirs until it did hap- 
pen. They were furtner comforted 
today by the stock market, which toli 
them that, whatever migh t happen, 
at least for the present, the prospect 
was sufficiently auspicious to war- 
rant a maintenance of the recent 
price level for securities. 

“For a time, shortly after the 
opening of the day's market, there 
was a disturbed price movement, in 
which a number of the speculative 
issues fell a point or more from the 
closing quotations of Friday. But 
buying orders were present in the 
market all the time, and before i! 
o'clock made their presence felt bv 
lifting the general list to a level 
well above that fixed at the opening, 
anj about on a parity with that of 
the market's closing on Friday, es- 
tablished after that day’s rapid ad- 
vance, 

The Submarine Incident. 

“There was evident a fresh degree of 
anxiety over the latest submarine ex- 
ploits in the Mediterranean, with their 
incidental murder of innocent steamship 
passengers, and this accounted for the 
downward swing of prices that occurred 
in the early part of the day. 

“Instead of exerting sufficient influ- 
ence to force the list definitely down- 
ward, however, these latest exploits 
served after the first hour's trading 
rather to increase the caution of buyers, 
without checking the buying itself.
